Attends the Banquet at New 
York in Celebration of the Day and Is 
Saluted with Cheers—Ground Broken 
tor the Monument at Riverside Park 
Senator Cullom Talks of Grant to the 
Americus Club of Pittsburg. 

New York, April 27.—[Special.]—Glorious- 
ly was the memory of the great soldier, states- 
man, and citizen, Gen. Grant, honored at Del- 
monico’s tonight by the Grant Birthday Me- 
morial Association. 

Joseph H. Choate, the brilliant orator and 
lawyer, presided. From the halcony, after 
the speechmaking stage had been reached, 
Mrs. Grant, the widow of the man who was in 
everybody’s thoughts today, looked down 
upon the brilliant scene. With her were her 
daughter, Mrs. Sartoris, Mrs. J. A. Fassett, 
Mrs. C. H. T. Collis, wife of Gen. Collis, and 
Miss E. L. Gleason of Philadelphia. 

There was a great scene when they came in. 
Mr. Choate was speaking, but he stopped im- 
mediately, and all in the banquet chamber 
stood up and waved their handkerchiefs and 
cheered while Mrs. Grant stepped forward 
and smiled and bowed her acknowledgments. 
Mrs. Sartoris brought her little daughter with 
her, a very pretty child. She was brought on 
to the floor of the Banquet Hall and con- 
ducted to the President’s table, where she 
took a seat next to that of the “ noblest 
Roman of them all,“ Senator Evarts. The 
old veteran smiled and his face lit up until he 
looxed fully ten years younger, and when he 


stooped over and kissed the pretty child every- .

Held in Honor by His Former Foes. 

Col. H. Kyd Dougias of Maryland was the 
next speaker. I am here, said Mr. Doug- 
las, to urge you to finish that monument to 
Gen. Grant. Do not think that we ex-Confed- 
erates look upon it with any other feelings 
than those of admiration and respect. We, 
out of our poverty, have erected monuments 
to the memory of Lee and Johnston, and 
you, out of your riches, must finish this 
monument handsomely and speedily or you 
will have the condemnation of the whole civ- 
ilized world. There is not a Confederate sol- 
dier in existence who would not joyfully con- 
tribute his mite # beautify and adorn that 
monument.“

Ground Broken for Grant’s Monument. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the United States 
man-of-war Yantic, which was anchored in the 
Hudson River opposite Gen. Grant’s tomb in 
Riverside Park, fired a salute of twenty-one 
guns. This salute inaugurated the ceremonies 
attendant on breaking ground for the monu- 
ment which is to be raised in the dead hero’s 
honor. 

Gathered on a platform near the tomb were 
members of the monument association, the 
orators of the day, and representatives of the 
Grand Army posts. The exercises began with 
an overture by the marine band, after which 
prayer was offered by Chaplain Clark Wright 
and a chorus sang the Star Spangled Sen. 
ner.“ 

Gen. Horace Porter, who had been selected 
as the orator of the day, was then introduced 
by Commander Freeman, Department Com- 
mander of the Grand Army. Gen. Porter 
said in part: 

Sixty-nine yéars ago today there was ushered 
into the world a being who was destined to stand 
t in the history of his country, and 


preéminey 
whose fame was to reach into the uttermost parts 


of the earth. Most of the conspicuous characters 
in history have risen to prominence by gradual 
advances, but Ulysses S. Grant came before the 
people with a sudden bound. Almost the first 
sight caught of him was in the blaze of his camp- 
fires and the flashes of his guns those wintry days 
and nights in front of Donelson. From that time 


Gen. Porter then reviewed Gen. Grant’s 
life as a student at West Point, his subsequent 
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It stands for protection’to American industries 
and American labor; for reciprocity and in- 
creased foreign trade; for the upbuilding of a 
merchant marine; and it has abiding faith that 
the people will come up to its support on these 
great issues, and so not only maintain the Nation’s 
industrial independence but relight the seas of 
all the globe with the stars of our flag. 

Speeches were then made by John M. Thur- 
ston of Nebraska and others. John Dalzell 
of Pittsburg closed the brilliant event with a 
toast to The Fifty: firat-Congress.’’ | 

The event of the evening was the address 
by Senator Cullom of Illinois, who was called 
upon to speak on “Gen. Grant.” Mr. Cul- 
lom said in part: 

The great State of which Iam proud to bea 
citizen was at the breaking out of the War of the 
Rebellion the home of two men who became after- 
wards the most conspicuous Americans of the 
present century—Abraham Lincoln and Ulysses 
S. Grant. At the time the gun of Sumter aroused 
the North to arms I was as Iam now a resident 
of the Capital City of my State. It was a time of 
intense excitement. The great Douglas had ap- 
pealed tohis partisans to come to the rescue of 
the imperiled Union, and the people were “ rally- 
ing round the flag in patriotic enthusiasm. 
Military companies were arriving at the Capital. 
With one of these companies there came a citizen 
of Galena—a Capt. Grant. He was a bashful man 
and did not crowd himself into the notice of the 
State officers. but he let the fact be known that he 
was a graduate of West Point, that he had been a 
Captain in the regular army, and that he wished 
to enter the service. After a while this unobtru- 
sive and almost unknown man was offered the 
Coloneley of the Twenty-first Illinois Regiment 
and accepted the commission. 

The career of Grant as a soldier may be said to 
have been extraordinary from this time. Among 
the great soldiers of history he occupies a unique 
position. He was not as brilliant as Napoleon, 
but he was the superior of even that great Captain 
in inflexible determination. Untried in military 
affairs, almost unknown, but undismayed by ap- 
parently insurmountable difficulties, he accom- 
plished results by the sheer force of his indomita- 
ble will. He hated war, but waged it with inex- 
orable energy. 

The war being closed, the active military career 
of Grant came to an end, and a grateful country 
sought to do him greater honor by transferring 
him from the head of the army to the head of the 
Executive Department of the Government his mil- 
itary genius had saved from destruction. The Re- 
publican National Convention of 1868, held in IIli- 
nois. nominated him for the Presidency, and he 
was elected triumphantly. In the convention of 
1872 it was my high privilege to nominate the 
great soldier-statesman for his second term, and 
in the performance of this duty I took pride 
which time has not qualified. 

His independence in the great office of Presi- 
dent, his refusal to accept the advice of self-suffi- 
seg men of good intention and great abilities, 


did not turn to the right nor to theleft. He 


made no attempt te conciliate these influential 
leaders of public sentiment. He fought a polit- 
ical battle of the Wilderness with them, and the

SHALL BALLOTS BE DESTROYED OR KEPT! 

A Springfield dispatch says: 

ursday the Ballot-Reform bill comes up in 
the House in the order of third reading: It is 
conceded that the bill will be passed, but not by 
any means with the unanimity that was hoped at 
the beginning of the session, as the Republicans 
are diseatisfied with the provision requiring the 
burning of all ballots immediately after the 
count is completed in the precincts, and many of 
them will vote against the bill. 

It is a question whether a dispute over the 
disposition which shall be made of ballots 
after they are counted should be allowed to in- 
terfere with the passage of the Ballot-Reform 
bill, whose main features, taken from what is 
known as the Australian system of voting, 
have been promised to the voters by both po- 
litical parties, because of the urgent demands 
for reform coming from all quarters. 

Since the passage of the City Election law 
in 1885 all ballots cast in this city have been 
destroyed as soon as counted. In other parts 
of the State under the old law they have been 
kept for six months. But it cannot be said 
that the burning of the ballots has done any 
harm in Chicago during the last five anda 


o | half years, or that the preservation of them 
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has been of any use in Chicago or in any 
other place. When the bill was passed long 
ago—away back before the war—providing 
for the numbering of ballots, the object was

As matters stand now, the man who 
happens to get the certificate of election stays 
in till the term ends, though it be one of four 
years, and he can’t be got out under the present 
lame and defective law. Such being the case, 
contests are hopeless, whether the ballots are 
burnt or kept, no matter what may be the 
merits of the case. 


THE PROGRESS OF RECIPROCITY. 

The New York Tribune is in the rather awk- 
ward position of having to serve two masters 
—to stand up for Blaine reciprocity and also 
for Chinese Wall McKinleyism. A year ago 
it was all for the latter and disregarded the 
former. It did not lift a finger to help Mr. 
Blaine when he was makmg such a gallant 
fight for the incorporation of his reciprocity 
principle in the Tariff bill. But it has seen a 
great light since then, and has become an 
ardent convert to his views. At the same time 
it is for McKinley, although he is still against 
Mr. Blaine’s wise plan for extending Ameri- 
can trade, and would be glad to see it knocked 
in the head. Each new reciprocity agreement 
negotiated’ by Mr. Blaine with Latin-Ameri- 
can countries is a mortification and humilia- 
tion to the McKinleyites. It is not probable 
that the Major relishes much the course of the 
New York Tribune in praising him and also 
lauding Blaine’s reciprocity scheme. It is 
very much like saying “Good Lord, good 
Devil,” in one breath. 

But whatever the Tribune was a year ago, it 
is a good reciprocity paper now. It is pleased 
with the treaties made with Brazil and Spain, 
and says: 

We believe that tne volume of the export trade 
of the United States can be increased to the ex- 
tent of $500,000,000 annually in a short period, if 
the opportunity offered by the negotiation of rec- 
iprocity treaties with the Southern countries be 
improved. Diplomacy of a broad-minded, practi- 
cal type, like that of the Harrison Administration, 
is a good thing, but it is not everything. It must 
be sipplemented by the same kind of energy 
which Americans display in competing with one 
another in the home market. This enterprise 
must be shown both on sea and on land. 


These suggestions are sound. Whena reci- 
procity agreement has been made with a 
South American country a closed door has 
been opened—that is all. In order to enter 
that door something else must be done. The 
building of an American commercial steam 
marine must be encouraged, so that American 
ships may carry the products of this country 
which are to be exchanged for those of tropical 
Ameriva. When regular steamboat lines are 
established freights will fall, which will lower 
prices still more to Latin-Americans, and will 
increase their consumption of American 
breadstuffs, meats, and manufactures. 

Nor ia this all. It is necessary that the man- 
ufacturers and merchants of this country 
should display as much push and energy m 
cultivating these newly-opened markets as 
they do in the home one. The manufacturer 
has for years been sending his “drummers ” all 
over the United States to show his wares and 
urge people to buy them. He must display 
equal energy in South and Central America 
and the West Indies. He must awaken the 
people of those countries to a consciousness 
of new wants and show them how cheaply and 
weil Americans can satisfy them. His sales 
men and commercial travelers will have to 
learn new languages, mariners, and customs. 
He will have to modify in some respects old 
methods of doing business. But if he shows 
that flexibility and yersatility which are need- 
ed he will reap a rich reward in finding en- 
larged markets for his wares and goods,

FRENCH DUTY ON BREADSTUFYFS. 

The French Chamber of Deputies has en- 
ne on a discussion of the tariff question, 
which is expected to occupy a couple of weeks 
before a decision can be arrived at. It is un- 
derstooi here that the preponderance of senti- 
ment, so far as it can be gauged beforehand, 
is in favor of reducing the duties on bread- 
stuffe one-half. Probably this will content 
neither party. The prospective failure ot the 
cereal harvest, which 1s estimated to be some 
160,000,000 bushels short of home require- 
ments, has developed a strong sentiment in 
favor of free trade, at least for the current 


crop year, as it is argued prices are likely to 


be higher than the great mass of the prole- 
taires will be able to pay, even if not sadd led 
with a single centime of import duty. On the 
other hand, the ultra protectionists are mass- 
ing themselves to support the Ministry in up- 
h lding a high-tariff bill which has been con- 
strued as favorably as possible to the protec- 
tionists of the country. 

The need for relief from the present high 
impost is a pressing one. If the duty be 
maintained it will mean the payment of fully 
$40,000,000 aues on the cereal imports, or more 
than a dollar per head, and twice as much 
extra on the food produced at home, which 
will not be sold to the vonsumer for less than 
he is obliged to pay for the foreign article. 
This to the father of a family will amount to 
a considerable percentage of his annual earn- 
ings, wages there being much lower than with 
us. It is fair to presume the wage-earners 
will insist that the load is too heavy to be 
borne, and that eren half of it will not be 
submitted to quietly. But the same line of 
argument will thea be in order with regard to 
our meats as to our cereals. The people will 
want to be permitted to buy both cheaply, 
and this pressure will pave the way towards a 
reducing of the minimum tariff on other arti- 
cles so as to facilitate the formation of treat- 
ies based on reciprocity. The tariff on bread- 
stuffs was recently placed too high for a 
healthy condition of things in France, even in 
times of home -plenty, and now that a bread 
famine may be said to stare its people in the 
face the restriction will have to be removed. 


Perhaps it will be more easy to effect the de- 
| sired reform than if the protection to native 
agriculturists hud not been fixed at an out- 


rageously high limit. 
The Frenchmen need not be afraid of a 


scarcity of bread if they are able to pay for it. 


They have now nearly 10,000,000 bushels in 
wheat and flour headed towards them on ocean 
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Kinley duties on imported wools, whether 
grown in this country or not. The Dry-Goods 
Economist has set an expert to report on the 


quality of the goods made by one of these 


men who is against letting in the cheap mix- 
ing wools free, and he reports as follows: 
This firm has sold in large quantities this sea- 
son a worsted fabric weighing twenty-two to 
twenty-three ounces, varying in price from a 
piece-dyed solid black at $1.50 to fancy weaves 
from 81.62 to those containing silk twist at $1.75. 
The fabric is composed of a worsted warb made 
from delaine wool, which entirely composes the 
face of the cloth and constitutes 28 per cent of its 
weight. The filling makes the balance of 72 per 
cent, and is entirely cotton and shoddy, in the 
proportion of 924% per cent of cotton and 7% per 


cent of shoddy, 

We have also before us a finer fabric of the same 
order in a fancy trousering selling at $2.42, to all 
appearances a solid worsted fabric, both face and 
back, An examination, however, proves these ap- 
pearances are deceptive. The fabric is of a class 
known as a filling cord stripe, having a slight 
mixture of silk twist between the cords. The 
worsted is of ighths and delaine stock, yet 
every alternate pick of. filling is cotton, as is also 
the warp between the filling cord and the back 
warp. Thus we have a cloth which every one but 
an expert would. call an all-wool worsted cloth, 
yet contains A per cent of cotton and 79 per cent 
of worsted. 


Much cotton and shoddy and very little 
wool,” Can it be that the manufacturer of 
these goods, while charging the old price for 
his cloths, has been reducing the amount of 
yool per yard and increasing that of cheap 
cotton? It can be done with comparative 
safety, because it. takes educated fingers or a 
microscope to tell that a nicely-made piece of 
cotton and woolen goods is not all wool. 

If that manufacturer has been cheapening 
the quality of his product by shoddy methods 
while leaving the price unchanged is not the 
consumer actually paying a higher price, for 
that which he buys will last him a shorter 
time? Hence he is a sufferer from the higher 
duties on wool, because his clothes do not 
stand the wear and tear they did. The honest 
manufacturer is also a sufferer, because when 
he raises the price of his goods because of the 
higher duty on the wool used in thenf he finds 
himself undersold by unscrupulous and dis- 
honest competitors who substitute cotton for 
wool and deceive the buyer and swindle the 
public.

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Tun official returns of foreign commerce of 
the United States show that the exports of 
merchandise for the six months ending with 
March amounted to $518,591,770. This is an 
increase of $21,833,262 over the corresponding 
time one year previously, the total of which 
was $496,758,508. Yet the exports of the 
earlier period were much the largest ever re- 
ported, except in the single term 1880-’81, 
when the foreign demand for our breadstuffs 
was extraordinarily large. On the contrary, 
those of the last six months were ‘light, be- 
cause of the high prices ruling here, which in 
turn were Gue to a falling off of about one- 
quarter in the yield of breadstuffs from the 
aggregate of 1889. It is a wonder the 
foreigners took as much as they 
did, their imports from the United 
States being fully as large as could be spared 
without running the risk of being short our- 
selves. But in spite of short crops the er- 
ports of merchandise have been almost the 


largest ever known, the pecuniary amount | Governor 


being helped by high prices for grain and a 
large increase in the quantity of cotton avail- 
able for export. The report also shows there 
has not been sucha falling off m imports as 
some thought would mark the operation of 
the McKinley bill. The imports for the six 
months ending with March amounted to 


8403, 456, 812, being an increase of $22,162,039 


from the 8881, 204, 788 for the corresponding 
time one year previously, which were the 
largest ever known for that time of the year 
upto twelve months ago. It is true that a 
part of this increase was on non-dutiable 
goods, but the difference is far from being 
wholly due to that class. The tables show 
that for the eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary there was an increase of $48,478,353 in 
articles free of duty, and an increase of $27,- 
737,588 in :lutiable goods, both as compared 
with the average of the five preceding periods. 
The principal gains in the latter were in 
chemicals, timepieces, manufactures of cot- 
ton, tin plates, etc., jewelry, silks, vegetables, 
wines, and wool. :

Through shipments daring the 


last week were lighter than they have been 
for any one week since 1889. The lake lines 


have not yet fairly started, but already they

‘railroad lines. The rates by lake and rail 
are now quoted at 7 cents per bushel, grain 
Chicag> to the seaboard, which is equal to 13 
cents per 100 pounds, while the regular all 
rail rate is 25 cents per 100 pounds. Unless 
the railroads ds bring their rates more in con- 
formity with those by the lake lines 
the former will get but little business during 
the navigation season. 

Considerable rate cutting is now gomg on 
among the various railroad lines, and as a 
result a few of the roads get the bulk of the 
business, A meeting of the Presidents and 
Managers of the roads in the joint committee 
will be held in New York this week to see 
what action is necessary to stop the cutting of 
rates, It is not believed that anything else 
can be done than to order a general reduction 
in rates. 

_ The shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export by the various Central Traffic 
Associations roads during the last week 
amounted to 21,249 tons, against 26,968 tons 
for the week previous and 82,347 tons for the 
corresponding week last year. 
ments last week were 3,020 tons, against 
2,059 last year; grain, 13,804 tons, against 
23,432 tons; provisions, 4,425 tons, against 6,856 
tons. The percentages carried by the variotis 
roads were as follows: Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, 22.7; Michigan Central, 17.7; Lake 
Shore, 13.1; Fort Wayne, 16.3; Pan Handle, 
5.8; Baltimore and Ohio, 84; Nickel Plate, 16.
